Some of the “ little g rou p of wil­ 
fu l men” who prev ented 77 United 
States senators from v oting Presi­ 
dent Wilson the power he asked 
to 
protect American liv es and property 
at sea took u p most of the fir*t hou r 
and thirty minu tes 
of the 
senate's 
time when it conv ened today . 
Those who 
spoke 
today 
denied 
they participated 
in 
a 
filibu ster. 
They said they “merely insisted 
on 
their constitu tional lig hts to discu ss 
any qu estion before the senate.’* 


Senator Lodg e, repu blican, 
this 
afternoon 
introdu ced 
an 
armed 
neu trality bill in the senate. 
Sena­ 
tor Owen mov ed that the introdu c­ 
tion of the bill

Owen held that 
the senate foreig n 
relations committee

The McUray Su nday mov ing pic­ 
tu re bill was amended by a confer­ 
ence committee consisting of 
Sen- 
itors McUray and Cu lbertson 
and 
Representativ es My ers and Geddes. 
The committee redrafted the Hou se 
imendment prov iding for a hoard of 
ensors, prov iding that 
the 
hoard 
shall hav e power to prohibit 
“im­ 
moral, indecent or 
licentiou s” 
pic­ 
tu res. 
To defray the commission’s 
ex penses a special license fee on all 
motion pictu re theaters is establish­ 
ed according to class of cities and 
towns as follows: First-class cities 
$25 annu ally ;

Today, these girls in that portion 
of Alsace which has been reoeenpied 
by the French, are supremely happy, 
because they are girls whose dreams 
have come true. 


Some of the younger ones had on­ 
ly a few years in which to 
dream 
and to wait, but amongst 
the 
long 
lines of white robbed 
and 
white 
veiled girls and women, who ^wel­ 
comed the French troops on fneir 
arrival at Thann in 
August, 
1914, 
there were some who 
had cherished 
their communion veils for over for­ 
ty years. 


And now that this happy dream 
has come true, the white communion 
veils are again being laid away for 
another happy dream that promises 
not to be so long in coming. 
This is 
the marriage between Alsacian girls 
and the French soldiers 
who 
have 
redeemed their province for France, 
and already in the town of 
Thann 
alone four of these marriages have 
taken place, when white veils, worn 
at the first communion, then to wel­
